If be delays till they are beaten, 
acd if tbey are beaten in consequence of his 
delay, he will have to consolidate and main- 
tain his Mexican enterprise, not against one 
enfeebled and diminished nation by the help 
of that nation's exasperated foe, but without 
aid against the reconstructed Union, which in 
time would become as powerful as before. We 
apprehend, therefore, that he will, in his heart, 
be just as anxious to proffer aid as the hard- 
pressed Confederates will be to accept it; and 
between contracting parties thus mutually 






terms of treaty are not difficult, 
Hod are seldom long protracted. Even before 
i be Mexican conquest, as we are well assured, 
the sympathies and wishes of the French Em- 
peror inclined bim to recognize the South; and 
he was only withheld from doing so by tbe 
want of our co-operation. Those sympathies 
and wishes are fortified and vitalized by ar- 
gent political interest now. 

No doubt tbe Economist speaks by the 
rard when it intimates that an alliance al- 
ready exists between France and the Confed- 
eracy, but whether it does or not, there is a 
great deal of force in its reasoning.

The 
result is, that the end of the rebellion is post- 
poned. If we bad defeated Bragg, tbe whole 
cause of tbe rebellion would have been lost. 
As we failed to defeat him, a little time is lost.

The 
certificate of the surgeon of the Bjard of En 
rolmenl of the Congressional district in which 
tbe applicant resides, Specifying the exact na- 
ture and degree of his disability aud its prov- 
able duration. 

2d. Tbe original or a certified cjpy of an 
he not able discbarge on account of diiabikty 
contracted in the line of duly, or, in casa the 
applicant cannot furnish such a discharge pa- 
per, or if it does not state that tbe discharge 
was a granted for disability contracted in the 
line of duty, then he must substitute a joint 
rertifirate from tbe surgeon and commanding 
officer of his regiment to the same effect.

The applicant must iurnish unqualified 
recommendations, testifying to his worth as a 
soldier and fitness for the position he seeks, to 
this extent at least: If he be now a First or 
Second Lieutenant in service, or retired from 
service with such rank, the recommendations 
of at least three of bis superior regiments 1 
officers must be furnished. If he be now in 
service, or retired therefrom with rank h ; gher 
than that of First Lieutenant, he must furnish 
the recommendations of his superior regi- 
mental officers, if any there be, and, in addi- 
tion thereto, of his brigade and division com- 
manders. If these cannot be furnished by 
reason of the death of any or all his superior 
officers, tbe testimonials of other officers of 
equal rank will suffice. The recommenda- 
tions must be of a positive nature, based on 
personal knowledge of merit in the applicant, 
or on the endorsements of officers known to 
possess such personal knowledge. There can 
be no objection to adding to these necessary

Applications, with all the papers connected 
therewith, will be forwarded, through the 
Acting Assistant Provost Marshal General for 
the State, to the Provost Marshal General of 
the United States. All the papers should be 
sent at one time, and they should comprehend 
everything on which the applicant is willing 
to rest bis cbance of success. Verbal explana- 
tions to the Acting Asssistant Provo3t Marshal 
General in regard to deficiencies in the papfrs 
are useless, and, if any explanation be con- 
sidered important, let them be given at the 
end of the letter of application, so that tbey 
may reach the Provost Marshal General him- 
self; and it would be well to give in a post- 
script a list of the papers sent as testimonials 
with the letter. 

All .hat is stated above applies simply to 
applications for commissions in the corps. In 
ngard to transfers to the corps of enlisted

Gen. Whitaker s command went into the 
battle twenty-eight hundred strong and came 
out numbering only one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty, many of his officers being killed 
and wounded, including all the members of 
his staff but one.

If France were to recognize the Southern 
Confederacy to-day, the act would give her 
no right, and would imply no assumption on 
her part of any right, to do anything which 
she may not now do and is not now doing, 
except that it would pledge her to permit the 
Confederate privateers to take their captured 
vessels into her ports in order that her Courts 
of Admiralty should decide whether they 
were legitimate prizes or must, be released. 
And surely this would be no disadvantage to 
us, for now the rebel privateers or rather pi- 
rates, when they capture our vessels, remorse- 
lessly and instantly rob and burn them upon 
the high seas without awaiting the action of 
a court or of any other tribunal. The taking 
of captured vessels to France by the rebel 
freebooters for adjudication would be a re- 
striction of the license they now exercise and 
not an expansion of it.

I. In order to prevent fraud and imposition, 
it is ordered that hereafter no horses or other 
property belonging to citizens in this District 
shall be impressed for the public service, un- 
less specially authorized by orders from these 
Headquarters.

There is a political significance in the. 
appearance of a Russian fleet in the harbor of 
New York, which consists of the steam frigates 
Alexander, Peresviet, Variag, Almos, Iscum- 
voud, Iahout, Osliala, and Vitease, in all 
eight vessels, under the command of Rear 
Admiral Lessowsky. The unheralded arrival 
of these vessels in our waters is an assurance 
of the friendly feeling of the Czar towards our 
country and a gentle hint to England and 
France that there is another great naval pow- 
er to contend for the supremacy of the sea3. 
It is probable that the immediate cause of 
their presence was to prevent them fiom being 
blockaded in the Baltic in case of war, 
but it is umlerstoood that the fleet 
will visit the Gulf of Mexico, and by 
thus being in the vicinity of Vera Cruz act as 
a check upon any warlike movements of 
France in Europe. The Emperor Louis Na- 
poleon will hardly venture to intermeddle 
with the Czar at home, while Russia has a 
powerful fleet of observation in the neighbor- 
hood of the French base of supplies in Mexico, 
at Vera Cruz and Tampico. Admiral Les- 
sowsky is well aware also that Bermuda and 
Nassau are well stored with cotton obtained 
on British account by running the blockade, 
and should John Bull get belligerent, he 
might lose it all before he could help himself. 
The situation grows interesting. 

gssT* Mr. Toombs, of Georgia, says, that, 
when all is lost to the rebel cause, he will unite 
with those who have fonnd honorable graves 
on the battle-field. This is perfectly charac- 
teristic of bim. He held a command asa Gen- 
eral for some months in the rebel service but 
resigned on account of some alleged dissatis- 
faction and went home to a place of safety.

No arrest will be made until an order based 
upon an examination of this statement is issued 
to that effect from these headquarters, except 
a ben the officer preferring the charges bas 
n ason to believe the accused party would es- 
cape, and the interests of the service be com- 
promised by delay. In such cases a report of 
the grounds of this belief will accompany the 
charges.

Tbe instructions contained in this section 
of the circular of the Provost Marshal Gene- 
ral, as will be observed, are founded on the 
third section of General Order No. 43, of 
which this section of the circular is but the 
expansion. Order No. 45, referred to in the 
first paragraph of this section, prescribes cer- 
tain very excellent rules for the guidance of 
officers in preferring charges against persons 
in the District. General Order No. 48 is thus 
a complete and effectual remedy for 
the grievous evils we have particularized. 
It is adapted thoroughly to remedy these evils 
without producing incidental evils. It is emi- 
nently just, and eminently politic; or, rather, 
it is eminently politic because it is eminently 
just, seeing that justice, as Burke declares, is 
the supreme policy. We hope the order will 
be firmly adhered to and faithfully enforced. 
We have every reason to believe that it will be. 

We bave heard indeed that there are some 
loyal men who complain of this order. What 
thtir complaint is we do not know though we 
should very much like to know. We respect- 
fully invite any one or these m»a to ou.u» the 
complaint in a public letter to us; when, if we 
are not able to show that the complaint is 
groundless and worse than groundless, we 
promise to exert whatever influence we may 
have to procure the modification or revoca- 
tion of the order. As we are at present ad- 
vised, we confess we are totally unable to 
comprehend how the order can excite the 
complaint of any loyal man who is not of the 
school of Jennison and of Jim L*ne. The 
order appears to us to be exposed to tbe com- 
plaint of no one who is not a Jacobin in fact 
and a Jayhawker at least in heart. 

If we have factionista of this description 
amongst us, as we undoubtedly have, the 
sooner they publicly show their hands the 
better; and if this wise and wholesome order 
shall occasion them so to show their hands, 
it will perform a double service to the national 
cense in Kentucky, not merely correcting 
evils wbieb tend to weaken and dishonor that 
cause, but summoning its most malignant and 
most dangerous foes into the consuming light 
of the public eye. The revolutionists here, 
wfio, like their co-revolutionists elsewhere, 
disgrace the name of lojalty by assuming to 
monopolize it, have but to declare thoms^lves 
in order to damn themselves.

A gentleman direct from Morris Island 
says that, a few days before he left, seven de- 
serters arrived there from Sullivan's Island.

A! jo, that the 
Lincoln Government will not throw any di.di- 
cu.ties in the way of the French schemes, but 
will uuirtly watch events. 

The Times lectures the Canadians on annex- 
ation to the United States, and says they are 
free to do as they like, but arsues that tbey 
have rothing to gain, but everything to lose, 
by such a step. 

Tbe Rusrian rejilies to the Western Powers 
have been delivered. Tbey indicate that the 
Czar is immovable on the Polish question.

Protist or the Constitutional Govkrn* 
hint of Mexico. — The Minister of War of the 
Constitutional Government of Mexico, Also 
the permanent deputations of the Congress of 
the nation (representing that body during the 
recess), have addressed the governments of 
friendly powers, in a formal protest against the 
monarchy imposed upon them by Louis Na- 
poleon. We extract the following: 

The Emperor of the F rench, violating the 
most sacred and important of the restrictions 
with which civilization has tempered the right 
of war, has declared it against Mexico, and is 
making it solely on account of a miserable 
debt, whose payment has been offered to him, 
and for ceitaia other causes equally destitute 
of consistency and of justice, such as the re- 
clamation of Jecker, which has no existence 
except at his bands, tbe mere enunciation of 
which causes has filled the world with a3ton- 
i.-hment. 

Hostilities have been opened without wait- 
ing for the refusal of such satisfaction as might 
with justice be demanded of us, aod only once 
have his eg'nts treated of negotiations, and 
tbat was to infringe and to prove false to the 
Stipulations of Soledad, exchanging thereby 
tbe unhealthy positions of their forces for 
otbtrs more salubrious and more advanced. 
Tbe Emperor and his agents have not sought 
to obtain reparation through peace, nor have 
tbey mae'e war upon Mexico to obtain it. 
Their true design, well known even before the 
government of France bad lifted the veil with 
wbich it was covered — the design which for a 
br>g time bad been openly spoken of and dis- 
cussed by the politicians and tbe journals of 
Europe— was to overthrow republican institu- 
tions in Mexico, to destroy its government, 
and to raise a throne for the Prince Maximil- 
ian of Austria. 

It is for this reason that the agents of the 
Empetor have declared tbat they would never 
treat with the President which is cqiivalent 
to saying that peace should never be made; 
for the President, not having obtained his po- 
sition through force or fraud, as have so ma- 
ny ambitious men, in ancient and modern 
'imes, but by the free vote of his fellow citi- 
zens, can neither reject the confidence which 
they have b?:towed upon him, by violating 
bis mcst sacred duties and obligations and 
ab ecdoning his post in the day of peril for tb« 
republic, nor can they consent that the chief 
magistrate charged by them with the func- 
tions of government and with thHuty of rep- 
resenting its sovereignty abroad, should be re. 
moved from prower to please a foreign enemy, 
even if that should he the sole condition re- 
quired for tbe re-establishment of those friend- 
ly relations which bare been interrupted. 

A s Rh or the events of a political character 
which have occurred in the city of Mexico 
have taken place and are sustained solely by 
the direction of General Forey, and as from 
tie very nature of these events it is not pos- 
sible to ascribe them to any oth°r origin or 
tuppcrt it follows tbat France, by means of 
force, is intervening to .the extent of her 
power in the administration and government 
of Mexico, and has therefore again inaugu- 
rated that unbappy era which it had been the 
glory of the nineteenth century to have ter- 
minated; for war will be full of iniquity and 
of interminable disasters to the nations when 
tbe jower of one over the others shall have 
no longer the restraints of international right. 

Tbe Fiench Government, in the blindness 
of its ambitious detigns, has forgotten that 
this pretended right of intervention was once 
applied to France, although to the present im- 
perial family this memory should be indelible. 

If national sovereignty is the basis noon 
v. Li-, b res's the rights of mankind, it is easy 
to see how great, and profound, hov alarm- 
icg for a'l tbe States of the globe, is tms out- 
rage which is being done to Meiko by tte 
Emperor Napoleon III. 

The undersigned will now descni to refer 
to the acts wh ch the General of the invading 
army and its adherents havn had tbe c ddaess 
to present as sufficient titles to attribute to 
their meek government a character of true 
nationality. They as?ert that the place where 
tbe empire was proclaimed has the virtue of 
legalizing that act both within and without 
the republic. 

General Forey, after having occupied the 
city of Mexico, announced tbat the military 
question was terminated, and that they bad 
now to decide the political question. Bat the 
truth is that the military question is scarcely 
commenced, and that the political question is 
very far from having been opened, much less 
closed, by the election of a monarch in that 
cily. The city of Mexico is without doubt a 
very important place for us; but it by no 
means has tbe importance and influence which 
iu et me other countries is exercised by tha 
capita'. The Mexican people made war up- 
on Spain with vigor and with success, not- 
wi hstunding the city of Mexico remained up 
to the last moment submissive to the colonial 
government : and later, when the reactionary 
party held tne same city, with many others, 
ft was only at the end of a three years' war 
tbat they could be driven out of all by tha 
irresistible uprising of the nation. 

The consciousness of right, and the deter- 
mination to sacrifice everything in the defence 
of our liberties, are sentiments diffused 
throughout the utmost bounds ot tbe republic, 
and one or many cities lost cannot weaken 
our resolution, as it will not diminish the 
justice of cur cause or lessen the immense 
value of the objects we are defending. 

It is in rain that they talk of a pretended 
right upon which they seek to found the ap- 
pointment of the* Notables. In truth, even 
if a custom by which necessity or abuse has 
established among us certain governments, 
merely provisional, could be applicable at the 
time when there was a government obeyed 
and respected throughout all the land, and 
even admitting a comparison between these 
governments and that permanent one which 
the new Notables imagined they could create, 
it would still be evident that such a custom, 
whether good or bad, has not been nor can it 
ever be accepted in the contingency of being 
invoked ana used by the general of the for- 
eign army, an invader of tne country. 

The organic law of Mexico, however, does 
not exist in abolished customs, but in the law- 
ful constitution of the country, framed by its 
legitimate representatives and sustained and 
defended by the will and by the blood of the 
Mexican people. Her sovereignty, tha same 
as tbat of all the nations, has for iu basis the 
right of Mexico to manage freely and alone 
her own government Ana what species of 
public right is that which commences by de- 
priving of the equality of citizens the Indians, 
who form the majority of the nation. 

I'. has been even said that the intervention 
has in its favor the wishes of a majority of the 
Mexicans; but the demonstrations of joy ex- 
torted by the police in the city of Mexico, and 
at other points which the enemy holds in his 
power, upon wbich alone this assertion is 
based, offer any appearance rather than that 
of a spontaneous and universal adhesion. Nor 
can the undersigned do more than refer to the 
other boasted proof of sympathy for the inter- 
vention taken from the numbers present at a 
ball given in Mexico by the officers of the 
French army. Treason, which has declared 
itself in Mexico, is, without doubt a horrible 
crime; but it is not peculiar to the Mexican 
people, as is proved by history, and very es- 
pecially by that of France; and neither here 
more than there does it justify, in any mas- 
ter, the invasion of a State and the annihila- 
tion of its sovereignty. 

It also appears very clear to the undersigned 
tbat to constantly repeat M tQ e French gov- 
ernment and its agents have repeated, that 
tbey only desire to make us happy, is not to 
advance in the light of those sonnd principles, 
which certainly cannot be abolished by a 
phrase which any ambitious government can 
use, and, ^in fact, which has been used with 
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against ali other nations, while, with retc ' ° ' 
t nee to the reality of events it has in fact only 
reached the point of being a humiliation im- 
posed by the French army upon the few towns 
which have fallen in their power, and remains 
a pure phantasy for the immense majority of 
the republic. 

The tepnblic has not forgotten the heroism 
of its sons who, without other aid Uus Wrr*" 
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gave it the right to inscribe its n*pe upon t .e 
honored catalogue of tree natiors. Tbe de- 
fence of Put-Ida de Xaragoza is demonstrating 
to I he world that our race has' not degener- 
ated, although the contrary was said when 
they were preparing against us this most un- 
just war. . 

We shall preserve our institutions in all 
their force, and the spirit of the nation will 
rise more and more wi'h the pi9sage of each 
day, and become more determined in its op- 
position and inextinguishable in iu hatred 
against the enemies of its repose and the de- 
signers of its rights. 

The men who bpve v : qfated in the most fl :- 
grat nisnncr the !:.w of nations, in contriv.ng 
pretexts for t'uis war, in the employment of 
their means of bosti'i ies, and in setting forth 
with falsehoods its ends, concealing the truth, 
and which ends are io ail uoints unjustiS^ble; 
the men who have eenspired to roo the coun- 
'ryif its eovereigt.ty, and toovertbrow its free 
institutions; tbe nei who have cuus^d our s-'- 
diets to be murdercj when prisonersaad drop- 
ping with faticnestai:d have forced them to 
bard la) or in dtiadly climates, or to take arms 
in tbeir ranks to tight against the cause of 
their country ; the men who have stripped 
frc m the faithful servants of the government 
of the nation their property: those who have 
csurcd the asstiawination of the commander of 
an escort Ruanytng a foreign consul; the men 
who have thought to d' grade the nv joriiy of 
our fellow -eitjzens, declaring them p-triihs in 
the land of Ih.eir birth, wht'-h has been en- 
riched by the blood their fathers shed in 
achieving its independence, and by their own 
shed in the long struggle to esUblish it free; 
tbe mtn, in fine, who have re-established the 
odious and abolished punishment of the lash, 
even for feeble women — these men never can 
bave the love, never will receive even tbe tol- 
erance, of 'he Mexican people, who re'used to 
accept as their Emperor even their liberator 
himself. 

The enderrigned persuades himself tbat 
these facts atd these considerations will be 
sufficient to lead the government of your ex- 
cellency to approve the protest which the gov- 
ernment of Mexico makes, by mems of this 
note, against whatever arrangement treaty, 
or convention in wbich the so-called regency 
SB tbe supposititious emperor of Mexico shall 
bave part; and the government of the under- 
signed trusts that the enlightened government 
of ycur excellency will not recognize the said 
regency or empire as the government of Mex- 
ico, as" it is not with truth, either in fact or 
of right 

The undersigned avails himself of this oc- 
casion to offer to your excellency the assur- 
ance of his high coPsideratiBn. 

JUAN ANTONIO DE LA FUENTE. 

The protest of the deputation is written in 
a similar spirit, and has the signatures of 
fourteen members, including that of Frances- 
co Zarco, President It closes as follows: 

Tbe Permanent Depntation, in the name of 
the Congress of the Union, and as the faithful 
interpreters of the national sentiment so en- 
ergetically acd universally manifested, be- 
lieves that it fulfils a most solemn obligat<ou 
in reproducing, as by these presents it does re- 
produce, all the declarations and protests be- 
fore made by the sovereign C mgress itself, 
t-y the Executive, and by the other leiritimVe 
and loyal authorities of the country, declara- 
tions which disavow and declare null and of 
no effect, as against the sovereignty of the 
Mexican people, and without force or legal 
value, all acts done, or which may be doie, 
by virtue of the power or under the influence 
of the foreign invader; and it de, lares that in 
:he constitutional orbit of its functions, re- 
maining always at the side of the govern- 
ment which the nation, in the exercise of its 
sovereign will, manifested in conformity with 
its organic law, has freely established, until the 
next session of the National Assembly shall 
take place, it will co-operate with all '.he en- 
ergy and self-devotion inspired by patriotism 
in repelling force by force, and in using every 
means to disconcert and defeat the machina- 
tions of treason and of conquest in order to 
maintain secure tbe independence, tbe sover- 
eignty, the laws and the perfect freedom of 
the republic.
